P A R IS , A P R I L 14.— (Associated Press)— Germany 
under the peace treaty must pay $5,ooo,(xx).(joo in cash or 
the equivalent in commodities before May i, io jj. 
She must also issue to the allies and associated gov­ 
ernments twenty billion dollars of interest-bearing bonds. 
The Interest on the bond* until 1926 will be either two or three percent 
and after that date w ill be five percent. The bonds w ill be payable in in­ 
stallments during a period of 15 years. 
They probably w ill be kept in con­ 
trol of a central commission of the allied governments so they shall not be 
marketed in quantities sufficient to break the price. 
Germany also must obligate herself to pay other amounts for damage 
done, appropriate to her means, to be determined by a mixed commission of 
representatives of the allied and associated govrnments and of Germany, 
which shall report before May 1, 1921.

This amount is kept secret but it is indicated by the newspapers that 
a figure of 250.000,000.000 francs has been agreed upon which includes ail 
w ar damages as well as the cost of pensions. 
Fixing the total sum will have the m erit of facilitating treasury opera 
tions. 
The first installm ent of 25,000,000,000 francs must be paid within 16 
months.

We Must Decide 


One by one the big problems which have been c o n ­ 
fronting the peace conference, are being solved and l i l t 
gloomy prophecies of some of the correspondents are van 
ishing before the bright prospects for an early conclusion 
of the work. 
Th e action of American soldiers in Russia a few day* 
ago in asking more definite explanation as to their status, 
brings forcefully to our attention, however, that the de­ 
velopments of the war have left other big problems which 
the peace conference cannot settle and among them the 
Russian problem. 
It seems remarkable that in 
some 
quarter-, 
and 
among statesmen and diplomats too, there is an insistence 
that the Lenine regime in Russia be recognized, as Mr. 
Hoover expresses it as a de facto government. 
It is inconceivable that the governments 
of 
Great 
Britain, France, Italy and tile United States can recognize 
the Bolshevist government, even to the extent suggested 
by Mr. Hoover. 
T o do so would present a much worse 
tangle than exists at present. 
If food cannot he sent into 
Russia to relieve the Starving, if relief cannot be ^ent to 
the sick and suffering without a recognition of Lenine and 
his regime then, it seems, the Russian people themselves, 
in permitting such a condition as Bolshevist control to 
exist, are wholly responsible. 
Tile remedy is with then 
and not with the nations which stand ready to assist bu 
are powerless ow ing to conditions. 
T o recognize Lenine and his murderous anarchist as 
sociates now in control in Russia means that anillassa 
dors of Bolshevism would be sent to the capital of oven 
nation which recognizes the regime, whose primary pm* 
pose would he to sow the seeds of anarchy and discontent 
and all of that coincident with the efforts of those ver\ 
governments to keep out Bolshevist agents and danger 


ohs agitators and to enact the necessary drastic legLla 
tion to prevent the spread of the doctrine of destruction 
While the Kaiser, by plunging the world into war 
murdered millions, this Russian monster would murdei 
civilization in its entirety. 
The world can’t deal with Lenine wit bom inflict ilia' 
the death wound to civilization. 
W ith the coming of spring, however, the time has ai 
rived for the allies to adopt and announce a definite policy 
respecting Russia. 
The people who must furnish the men 
and money to support that policy are entitled to a definiti 
announcement of plan and reasons, 
W e can’t, in justice, proceed longer in the dark. 
We 
must decide and act along a definite and agreed line.

Among the many disturbing influences these days are 
the contributions of the space writers and “syndicated 
war correspondents.” 
Especially disturbing are the con­ 
tributions of some of those writers who are covering 
the Paris peace conference. 
It is the primary business nj those writers to keep the 
reading public interested in their contributions. 
The more 
interest they can create in their reports the larger is the 
demand for the publications which carry them and con­ 
sequently the larger the pay for services. 
The unfortunate thing about it all is that many of 
those gifted men, those versatile writers, lose sight en­ 
tirely of the great responsibility resting upon them to give 
the reading public the facts and their own best judgment. 
They seem, very evidently, to have forgotten that they 
owe any duty to the reading public, to their countrymen 
or to humanity and are seeking to produce only the most 
sensational, the best selling articles and to obtain as much 
compensation as possible, that compensation being meas­ 
ured, unfortunately, by the demand created rather than by 
the truth and wisdom of the articles. 
During the last week we have bad directly conflicting 
reports and conflicting opinions coming from the pen of 
the same writer regarding events in Paris. 
The articles 
are only in accord with each other in that they are uni- 
formally sensational and startling. 
It is to be regretted that those writers have fallen in­ 
to so grevious an error. 
It is very disturbing to the read­ 
ers. 
Fortunately, though, they are being taken less seri­ 
ously each day as it is impossible not to see the conflict in 
statements of facts and opinions. 
Those men could be of great aid to the people were 
they not guilty of abusing a great privilege— freedom of 
jh e press.
